Already this year Lloyds have had to 
post over thirty vessels os missing and 
presumably, lost. .The latest, to go ia.the 
Glasgow, sailing ship Queen Victoria, 
which left 1° Chilian port on November 
16th last, ‘with o cargo of nitrate for The 
United Kingdom, and has not been heard 
of wince, The master of the. Norwegian 
ship JMerion, while moking the same 
‘voyage from the. west coast, says that ho 
passed a large iecborg to the north-west 
of ‘Cape Horn right in the track of 
vessels, as. did gleo the Russian ship 
Margaretta.
